UGITIVE dispatches which reach Paris from 
Fu United States suggest surprise and mis- 

understanding at home over the agreement 
of the President to lay before Congress with his 
own indorsement a proposal that the United 
States should pledge itself to come to the aid of 
France in company with Great Britain, pro- 
vided France were wantonly attacked by Ger- 
many. 

American comment, so far as it is accurately 
reported here, seems to concentrate on the sug- 
gestion that this process would be to create an- 
other alliance, whereas the league of nations was 
designed to eliminate alliances, and consequent- 
ly that it is unnecessary, since the league of na- 
tions provides a way for permanently eliminating 
the element of war. 


In the present article I am going to try to set 
forth the European situation both with respect 
to the league of nations and of this supplement- 
ary step which really should be regarded as an 
underwriting of the league of nations, during 
the period necessary for that organization not 
merely to get to work but to become established 
and recognized by all nations. 


To start at the beginning the league of na- 
tions at the present moment is no more than an 
association of the nations which defeated Ger- 
many and Germany’s allies, which, having form- 
ulated the terms of peace, are now discussing 
these terms of peace with the German representa- 
taves before one of two things happen: Either 
Germany accepts the treaty of peace, or she re- 
jects it, and therefore makes a resumption of 
military operations necessary.

RED CROSS OFFICIALS 10 
TELL OF PEAGE PLANS 


Conferences to Be Held During 
June at St. Louis, Wichita 
and Dallas. 


The sheace program of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross will be outlined to 
directors of the Southwestern Divi- 
sion by officials of the national or- 
ganization at three conferences, the 
first to be held in St. Louis June 16, 
the second at Dallas, Tex., June 18, 
and the last at Wichita, Kan., June 
20. 

Dr. Livingston Farrand, chairman 
of the Central Committee of the Red 
Cross, and Willoughby Walling, vice 
chairman of the committee, both of 
Washington, will attend the confer- 
ences. George W. Simmons, direc- 
tor of the Southwestern ‘Division, 
now en route to St. Louis from Rus- 
sia, where he headed a Red Cross 
mission to Siberia, and Alfred Fair- 
bank, acting director of the division, 
will also attend. 

Dr. Farrand recently returned 
from Europe, where he assisted in 
the formation of the League of Red 
Cross Societies, the purpose of which 
is to unify the Red Cross organiza- 
tions of the world in a systematic ef- 
fort to anticipate, diminish and re- 
lieve misery caused by disaster and 
disease. 

War Relief Wark. 

The work of the American Red 
Cross will not slacken until al] the 
misery caused by the war has been 
overcome, is the advance message of 
Dr. Farrand, and while the Red 
Cross of each nation has its part to 
play in the new work, a large pro- 
portion of the relief work must be 
undertaken by the American organ- 
ization. 

The most interesting and touching 

situation now confronting America 
and the American Red Cross, accord- 
ing to Dr. Farrand, is that in the 
Balkans and Eastern Europe. The 
diseases which are likely to spring, 
up among a people ilk*nourished and 
with poor sanitary surroundings are 
beginning to ravage Eastern and 
South@astern Europe. Typhus fever 
is spreading at an alarming rate. 
. The main item in the peace pro- 
gram of the Red Cross will] be to use 
the membership of 19,000,000 as 
machinery for the protection of 
public health. It has been decided 
to continue the Junior Red Cross, 
with ‘its 9,000,000 members, and to 
encourage them to help the children 
of Hurope to obtain an education and 
fit themselves for their life work. 

The relief of distress and disease, 
the prevention of accidents and prob, 
lems of motherhood, child welfare 
and sanitation will be important 
items on the program. First aid will 
be taught, together with home care 
of the sick. The Red Cross will also 
be prepared to alleviate distress at 
points where there is no other socia 
agency. ,

What President Said in His Message About 
the Partnership Between Labor and Capital 


é< E cannot live our right life as a nation or achieve our proper success 

as an industrial community if capital and labor are to continue to be 

antagonistic instead of being partners; if they are to continue to 
distrust one another and contrive how they can get the better of one another. 
Or, what perhaps amounts to the same thing, calculate by what form and de- 
gree of coercion they can manage to extort on one hand work enough to make 
enterprise profitable, on the other justice and fair treatment enough to make 
life tolerable. That bad road has turned out a blind alley. It is no thorough- 
fare to real prosperity. We must find another, leading in another direction 
and to a very different destination. It must lead not merely to accommodation, 
but also to a genuine co-operation and partnership based upon a real community 
of interest and participation in control. There is now, in fact, a real community 
of interest between capital and labor, but it has never been made evident in ac- 
tion. It can be made operative and manifest only in a new organization of in- 
dustry. The genius of our business men and the sound practical sense of our 
workers can certainly work such a partnership out when once they realize ex- : 
actly what it is that they seek and sincerely adopt a common purpose with re- 
gard to it.’

And anybody knows that the first principle in the proper word, 
painting of world wars is to keep the perspective true. An inexcusable | 
mistake. We would be calm and avoid it. 

There was that autumn night we first saw the white-hot flare of the. 
guns on the skyline of the St. Mihiel front, flashing like heat lightning | 
among the hills. It was in pantomime as yet. We were too far away for) 
the voice of the tumult. But we would be nearer soon, close enough for. 
impressions about which something would have to be written. The in- 
spiration already was tugging at the typewriter keys and it was—well, | 
it was a very inspiring inspiration. No doubt as it developed it would prove | 
to be just what we had expected all along—a unique inspiration, the kind | 
that could come only to the mind that was prepared to handle it scientifi- | 
cally and systematically. | 

We drew nearer to the wonder scene. The white road passed by shat- | 
tered piles of masonry—the mutilated bodies of murdered villages. Over | 
trenches and shell craters it led and through fields where men had planted | 
steel and lead and wire and death had harvested the sowers. The ground | 
was strewn with the horrible rubbish scattered by irrational men. The 
guns—at last we could hear them. | 

Now for the perspective! Where was it? Nowhere in sight. That's. 
the trouble with perspectives. They’re never around when they’re wanted.

relieved in the St. Mihiel salient by 
the 37th American Division and, 
started, by truck and by marching, 
for the Meuse-Argonne front. The 
164th Field Artillery Brigade was 
left at St. Mihiel. So rapid had to 
be the movement of all the foot 
troops toward the Meuse-Argonne 
front, that no attempt was made to 
have the slower moving horse-drawn 
artillery keep up. Accordingly, in a 
great many cases, artillery brigades 
were detached from their own divi- 
sions and linked up with the infantry 
to which they chanced to be nearest. 
Thus separated, they did not rejoin 
their own divisions until after the

Frequent infantry raids called 
for protecting barrages and harass- 
ing, interdiction and retaliatory fire 


. provided fine opportunities for target 


practice. Officers and gunners found 
the French guns marvels. Particu- 
larly the French 75mm. gun,which 
ycorresponds in size to the American 
3-Inch field piece. In a contest as to 
which one influence contributed most 
to the Allied victory, the French 
“75” probably would receive’ the 
solid artillery suport, including the 
German votes. 

The most spectacular show that 
the 164th staged was igs participation 
in the stupendous artillery prologue 
before the curtain went up on the 
Argonne-Meuse offensive.

The Council of Four vesterday con- 
sidered the military terme as framed 
by Marsh “och. Commander in 
Chief of the allied armies: Gen. iDaz. 
supreme commander of the Italian 
army. and other’ military leaders. 
Austria's formidable army of up- 
wards of 1,000,000 men, which was 
second only to that of Germany's, is 
reduced by the treaty to 15,000 men: 
Virtually all military supplies would 
be surrendered or destroyed and fur- 
ther military production abolished. 

The naval terms are Similarly 
sweeping. all warships being surren- 
dered and Austria's position as a na- 
Val power terminated. 

Status of Treaty Affairs. 

The American delegation has pre- 
pared a memorandum showing the 
status-of affairs before the peace 
conference on the conclusion of the 
Austrian treaty. This discloses that 
a formidable amount of business is 
still to be transacted, besides the 
Turkish and Bulgarian treaties, cov- 
ering the whole range of interallied 
subjects The memorandum runs 
through many pages. with scores of 
headings. It leaves no doubt that 
the conference will continue for a 
considerable time after the treaties 
have been signed and President Wi)- 
son has left, it being expected that 
the other American members will 
remain to consider matters still re- 
quiring attention 

Not Yielding Matcrial Points. 

The indications thus far are that 
the allied and associated Powers are¢ 
not vielding anv material points in. 
the peace treaty, handed the Ger- 
mans in order to secure the signing 
of the document. although consid- 
erable changes in phraseology and 
details are being made 

This policy of the conferees is no- 
ticeable as regards the clauses of 
the peace treaty dealing with’ the 
Saar Valley, which has been one of 
the main subjects of contention in 
notes between the German represen- 
tatives and the allies which have not 
vet been made public. 

The Germans have contended that 
French use of the coal fields might 
be justified, but that French politi- 
cal control of the Saar population 
was “odious.” The aliied = reply 
points out that the control which is 
characterized as odious is not that of 
the French, but of the league of na- 
tions, which is to administer ths 
Saar region for 15 vears until a 
plebiscite is taken. 

The only yielding by the allies on 
the Sarre Valley terms is with the 
purpose of making the administra- 
tion of the district more workable, 
There has been no change in the 
general principle by the league of 
nations.

Conclusions: 


Ist. That the 35th Division at

Nonresident 


County 

The county license permits the 
holder to hunt and fish in his 
own and adjoining counties. 

The State license allows hunt- 
ing and fishing anywhere in the 
State; and persons holding a 
county license may exchange 
same for a State license and have 
credit for the $1 paid for the 
county license. 

The hunting licenses now in 
the hands of the County Clerks 
for the year 1919 are made by the 
Act the combined hunting and 
fishing license for the year and 
the Clerks will so consider them; 
new forms will be issued for 
vear 1920. 

Fishing License Only. 
Resident State license 
Nonresident license 

These licenses are required 
where the party does not care to 
hunt’ but only to fish; both are 
good for the entire State and ex- 
pire Dec. 31, 1919. 

No license to fish is required 
in applicant's own county and 
women and children are exempted 
as to fishing license. 

Alien Licenses. 

The Act provides that any alien 
must take out a nonresident li- 
cense before he can hunt or fish 
in this State: no special license 
will be issued this year for this, 
but the County Clerks will upon 
the application of any alien is- 
sue to him the regular non-resj- 
dent hunting or fishing license, 
as he desires. 

Until the present year it cost 
$5 for a State or $1 for a county 
hunting license alone, there hav- 
ing previously been no fishing 
tax. Sportsmen may now com- 
bine both sports for half the 
money, 

St. Louisans, not being in any 
county, must pay $1 for the priv- 
ilege of fishing anywhere out- 
side the city limits.

ERMANY, throttled in her mad ambition 
to subjugate and fasten her kultur and 
her Hohenzollernism on the rest of man- 
kind, is now paying the price. As the 


indicate, not an item of loot can be re- 

tained by her. In addition to lands 
and treasures that have.a tangible value, she 
must restore to the newly formed kingdom of Hedjaz 
the Koran of the Caliph Othman, the intimate friend 
and kinsman of Mahomet, the founder and prophet of 
Islam; she must hand back to the British the skull of 
the Sultan* Okwawa, who in his day was a commanding 
force in East Africa, before anyone had a chance to 
take profane liberties with that very essential part of 
his corporeal self. What Germany has been doing with 
these relics the treaty does not tell, and there has been 
much speculation on the subject; but the dictum of 
the Allied Powers is that she must hunt them up and 
make restitution within a period of six Months. If 
Othman's Koran was given to Turkey to bolster up the 
cause of German kultur, she will have to see her late 
ally and get possession in order to obey the terms of the 
mandate. 

Both relics have a sentimental value of great weight 
with countries which, despite the activities of Christian 
missionaries, still persist in following the tenets set 
forth by the Prophet Mahomet in “his Koran; and in 
the Hedjaz country as well as the domain of the 
late Sultan Okwawa, Mohammedanism is the prevail- 
ing religious belief and its devotees do not want a 
nation professing Christianity to hold on‘to any of 
their .venerated articles. 

The National Geographic Society, which has been 
looking into the disappearance of Okwawa’'s skull, has 


‘recently issued a bulletin which throws much light 


on what was regarded at first as a mystery, as very 
few persons outside of the African explorers and sci- 
entists had ever heard of this particular African. The 
report of the National Geographic Society shows that 
he was looked upon as a sort of a second-rate edition 
of Mahomet or Confucius, and was regarded with much 
awe. His clansmen were quite numerous, and when he 
died there was great lamentation in the land he had 
ruled with such wisdom and piety. 

His body was placed in a tomb, where it rested under 
a guard, the people holding firmly to the belief that 
it had a talismanic value and that they would be re- 
ceived with favor in the next world if they but pre- 
served the skeletal remains against desecration. The 
watchers made good on their task until 1907, when 
along came an expedition financed largely by the Ger- 
man Government and headed by Adolphus Frederick, 
Duke of Mec*lenburg, presumably to make a study of 
the African possessions under German protectorate. 


Believing that this skull, so treasured by the fanatical 
natives, might be utilized to some advantage in the 
preparation for “der tag,’ this body of distinguished 
Huns just dug it up and after separating it from the 
other remnants of Okwawa, carried it back to Berlin. 
There were a great many other skulls in the burial 
ground of the colony and a number of these were also 
carried away, according to a book treating of the ex- 
pedition issued later by the Duke. In this work he 
told of the collection and removal of 1017 skulls and 
4000 other ethnographica. He commented on the gen- 
erosity of the natives, but noted that “yet the purchase 
of ethnographical material met with obstinate oppo- 
sition.” He explained that each clan specially reveres 
some totem, |elieving that the spirit of the deceased 
enters these obiects of devotion. He mentions in ad- 
dition to human skulls, the toad, crested crane, the 
leopard and the goat. 

it is worthy of rote, however, that no demand was 
made on Germany for the return of any of the other 
ethnographical specimens. The natives of that district 
of Bast Africa wanted the skull of the departed Ok-

wawa, which had been taken off in the big crop gath- 
ered by the Duke of Mecklenburg 12 years ago, while 
the land was.under the Kaiser’s protection. As the 
colony now passes to British protection, the Govern- 
ment of Westminster will quiet the fears of the na- 
tives by restoring the skull; but as all African skulls 
look alike, care must be exercised that the right one 
be taken from the Mecklenburg collection. As the 
Duke has probably lost his ducal job by this time, he 
may not care to retain the Okwawa talisman, and 
besides, it did not bring him good luck. 

And the astronomical instruments seized by the 
German soldiers in Pekin during the Boxer uprising 
, too, must be taken out of the Pots- 
dam Gardens, where they now serve as ornaments, and 
be handed back to the republic of China. 

When the German troops went out to repress the 
Boxers they had an inspiration furnished in an his- 
toric address delivered by the Kaiser himself, and when 
they got through they just helped themselves to in- 
struments in the big Oriental observatory that were 
produced nearly 300 years ago and held in high 
estimation by the Celestial astronomers. When China 
saw a chance to force restHytion through the grand 
court at Versailles, she promptly asked the return 
of her property. Hence, the grand garden at Potsdam 
will shortly be stripped of these unique souvenirs. 

When Germany complies with the other mandate 
and restores to the King of the Hedjaz the Koran 
formerly owned by the Caliph Othman, the scholars in 
the new kingdom will find a well thumb-marked book; 
that is, if the Germans hand back the real article. .For 
of all the Caliphs following in the wake of Mahomet, 
Othman was a consistent and conscientious student of 
the Prophet's revelations. He was, according to most 
histories, the least selfish of the disciples of the found- 
er of Mohammedanism. and besides, he was the son- 
in-law in a double sense, having married two of Ma- 
homet’s daughters, though he was only a few years 
younger than his father-in-law. He accompanied Ma- 
homet on both of his flights, or hegiras, the first into 
Abyssinia and the second to Medina. He had the con- 
fidence of Islam’s founder to a very high degree and 
his advice and counsel were often sought by the Moslem 
prophet. 

The Koran of Caliph Othman is one of the holiest 
things imaginable to the followers of Mahomet. It is, 
in fact, as sacred to the Moslem as would be one of 
the books of the Bible in the original script to the 
Christian. It was one of the three copies especially 
prepared under the direction of the venerable Oth- 
man himself, soon after Mahomet was placed in his 
tomb. Of the three copies made, two were 
sent away from Medina, the other remaining in the 
mosque for the Caliph and his successors. The book 
was stolen by Enver Pasha and his troops just before 
Gen. Allenby progressed that far in his famous march 
on the Holy Land. When this remarkable volume pass- 
es to Husaian the First King of the Hedjaz, it will 
greatly enlarge his influence as the political successor 
of Mahomet and draw to his support the faithful 
throughout the world. 

Othman was 70 years of age when he was proclaimed 
Caliph and he assumed this high rank at a perilous 
time, as he was the immediate successor of Omar, who, 
after an illustrious reign replete with victories for the 
Moslem cause, fell a victim to a fire-worshipping fa- 
natic. Though Me@ina was filled with intrigue, Oth- 
man, despite his years, his harem and other worries, 
took up the work of pushing the new creed with such 
proselyting weapons as fire and sword and held the 
leadership for 12 years, when he was murdered and 
his body thrown into the streets by those who envied 
his power. Chief among the conspirators who inflamed 
the public mind were his supposed friends Merwan, 
who had been his secretary, and Ayesha, one of Ma- 
homet's widows. Ayesha was the daughter of Abu 
Beker, the first Caliph following the death of the 
prophet, and of all the women in the Moslem court, 
she was the beloved of Islam's creator. Despite her 
high standing with Mahomet she was a dangerous, de- 
signing woman and had much to do with the tragic 
death of the pious Othman, who refused to question the 
loyalty of those who surrounded him and on whom he 


relied for friendly direction. Following Othman’'s vio- 


lent end, Ayesha professed to be overwhelmed in grief 
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and she even sought to lead those who demanded biood 
as satisfaction for the Caliph’s murder. 

Caliph Othman was born in the year A. D. 573, just 
four years after Mahomet, and the two were close 
friends from their childhood days. Othman did much 
to spread the light of the new cult and backed up all 
the miraclous aspects of the proselytism. He substan- 
tiated all the marvelous tales associated with the 
revelations which Mahomet had ascribed direct to 
Allah, and was a most important factor in the wonder- 
ful spread of the Eastern creed. He was foremost in 
the work of making converts and pushing the spirit- 
ual and materia! influence as well as the territorial 
conquests for Islam. He was a sincere believer-in the 
Koran and the pilgrimage and found time during the 
12 years of his caliphate to continue his studies, pre- 
ferring the spiritual side-of the new faith to its more 
material interest, associated with the conquest of ad- 
ditional lands and peoples. In the days of his jour- 
neys with Mahomet, the prophet always spoke of him 
with the utmost affection and pail much heed to his 
counsels. Illustrating his high regard for his disciple, 
Mahomet used to say: ‘Each thing has its mate, and 
each man his associate: my associate in paradise is 
Othman.” 

When Mahomet died, in A. D. 632, in the eleventh 
vear of the hegira, Medina went into a state of uproar 
at the announcement. Many of the more fanatical mus- 
sulmen could not quite understand how it was pos- 
sible for one who had been held up to them as the 
mouthpiece of Allah to do such a mortal thing as to 
lie down and die, just like any other person who had 
no such close relationship with Moslém’s Supreme 
Power. It was then that the four greatest men of 
Medina assembled in conclave to select a successor fo 
the departed prophet. Confusion and mutterings filled 
the places of the assemblage in Medina, and there were 
flashes from the highly polished scimitars that were 
freely brandished by their owners. Though Bolshevism 
was then unheard of, there were indications that a 
disturbing propaganda was at work among the fren- 
zied masses, who had been aroused by the new creed 
and its loot of conquest. The quartet consisted of 
Abu Beker, Omar, Othman and Ali, and each one was 
related in some way to the dead prophet. The great 
warrior, Osama Ibn Zeid, was called in and told to 
hold the populace in check, with ag little demonstration 
as possible. He did this by planting the Moslem stand- 
ard in front of the house of mourning and posting 
troops in different parts of the city. Abu Beker was 
then chosen Caliph, with the understanding that Omar 
would come next in the order of succession. 

That woman's influence went a long way even in the 
earliest days ef this cult was shown in the resource- 
ful activity of Ayesha, the daughter of Abu Beker, 
anc the favorite of the Mahomet menage. She was a 
vigorous supporter of her father’s claigs and ghe was 
determined above all things to suppress the strong 
movement that was under way for Ali, aided and abetted 
by his brilliant and beautiful wife, Fatima. Much of 
Avyesha’s hatred of Ali was due to the credence he had 
given to the charge of incontinence that- had been 
placed against her, and which failed of establishment. 
Ali was told when his supporters continued to caucus 
after the election of Abu, that his house would be 
burned with all of its inmates if he did not speedily 
concur in the selection of Ayesha’s father. This threat 
stopped all further activity of Fatima, who was just 
about getting her campaign in splendid working order. 

Following the violent death of Omar, who succeeded 
after the comparatively short reign of Abu Beker, 
there was a long conference before the title was formal- 
ly bestowed upon Othman, The Council was composed 
of Ali, Othman, Telha Ibn Obeid’allah (another of 
Mahomet’s sons-in-law)), Zobeir, Abda’lrahman Ibn 
Awf and Saad Ibn Abu Wakkas. They had all trav- 
eled at different times with Mahomet and were styled 
“His Companions.” The conference offered the com- 
mand to Ali, but loaded down the tender with such 
conditions that he declined. It was required of him that 
he. govern according to the Koran, the traditions of 
Mahomet and the laws laid dows by the two preceding 
Caliphs, Abu Beker and Omar. Ali agreed to subscribe 
to all the traditions and the Koran, but he resolutely 
declined to be bound by the laws of the two Caliphs,

All management in the hands of a Sen- 
ate, House of Representatives and 
Cabinet—Twenty-dollar-a-week em- 
plove gets divident of $6.00 every 
two weeks when business is good— 
Men co-operate in increasing pro- 
duction because their own profits 
then beeome larger ~$. -:- 


EN rugged steel workers and 
coal diggers from Tennessee 
hopped off a Long Island train 
at Brooklyn Manor Station, 
Richmond Hill, a few after- 


noons ago and walked up the 
hill to the Demuth pipe factory 
to watch the proceedings of the 
Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives. At the factory 
door they stated their business 
to the gate keeper, who admitted them to the Senate 
chamber on the third floor of the factory building. The 
Senate was in gesgion, so the visitors, with hats off, 
tiptoed to seats on the visitors’ benches, and listened in 
wide-eyed amazement to the debates, as the order of 
business proceeded. Later they sat through part of a 
session of the House of Representatives. 

To those men from Tennessee it was the first un- 
folding of the practical application of a new industrial 
democracy where Senators and regularly elected Rep- 
resentatives in shirt sleeves, overalls and working 
aprons had assembled to legislate and to frame laws 
governing, not the conduct of a nation, but the manu- 
facture of tobacco pipes and the hours of labor, the 
wages, working conditions, hygiene, education and wel- 
fare of all the 900 factory employes. They had been 
sent here all the way from Tennessee as specially ap- 
pointed delegates from the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Works to look into the working of this experimental 
Industria! Democracy. They are returning to present a 
report favoring the application of a similar method of 
home rule management to the mines and mills where 
they are employed. 

Inquiries concerning the Demuth “Houses of Par- 
lament,’ as they were called, have been received from 
Carmdian manufacturing centers, with a view to their 
adoption there. In this country labor and capital may 
be said, figuratively,.to have an eye glued to the key- 
Hole of the Demuth congressional chamber, watching 
for developments and giving it the test of time in order 
to judge whether it is going to be a success or not. 

“It is a success already,” President Leopold Demuth 
assured me after the adjournment of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. “Look at the facts. 
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an Industrial Democracy for Iwo Years 


Industrial Democracy as founded in 
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the Demuth factory has for a frame 
work a Cabinet, a Senate and a House 
of Representatives. It is patterned 
closely after the Government of the 
United States. The Cabinet consists 
of the president and executive officers 
of the company. Foremen and heads 
of departments constitute the Senate. 
They are not elected but are appoint- 
ed by the Cabinet An employe pro- 
moted to a foremanship or to the head 
of a department automatically becomes 
a Senator and his appointment to that 
legislative office is made at the time 
of his promotion. The House of Rep- 
resentatives is an elective body. Mem- 
bers are elected to serve one year and 
are eligible for re-election. The mem- 
bership of the House is based on one 
Representative for each 30 factory employes. Any 
employe who has worked for one year in the factory, 
who speaks English and is absolutely “on the square,’ 
is eligible for election to the House. It may be added 
that at election time there is no dearth of candidates. 

Let's take a look in at the Senate while it is in ses- 
sion. It meets every Thursday afternoon at 1:30 and 
adjourns promptly at 3:30. The Senate Chamber serves 
many purposes. Ordinarily it is a part of the stoc 
room. From 12 to 1 it is the dining hall, furnished 
with chairs and long wooden tables and dotted with 
palms, efficiency charts, Liberty Loan posters and, be- 
ing in Brooklyn, the inevitable rubber plant. 


There is an average of 30 Senators in attendance at 
every weekly session. The immaculate head sales- 
man sits alongside the unkempt foreman in blue jeans. 
The assistant factory manager comes up from his office 
and sits pext to the boss color man. The foreman of 
the hand-made bits shop in khaki overalls and rolled-up 
sleeves is paired with the polished chief of the payroll 
division. Such is the Senate of the new Industrial 
Democracy. 


President Arthur Titeze of the Senate bustles up from 
his workshop and takes his place just in time to open 
the session at 1:30. He, too, is in his working clothes 
and his sleeves are rolled up to the elbow. The clerk 
of the Senate, the stenographer and the office-boy pages 
are already in their places. Down goes the president's 
gavel. 

“The Senate will please come to order,” announces 
Mr. Tietze during the hushed pause that follows. 

From that point on the session is an ordinary one, 
where parliamentary procedure is observed. There is 
the usual roll call, adoption of minutes of the previous 
meeting, disposal of labor turnover and so forth. Then 
the Senate gets down to the business of pipes. Fore- 
men take the floor in turn to report. In referring to 
the firm they use the word “we.” There is no part of 
the firm's business, financial or otherwise, with 
which they are not familiar. All the books are open to 

them. The firm’s business is “our” 


The Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives were organized in this 
factory two years ago. We have not 
had a strike since. We have no la- 
bor troubles. The men work under 
conditions formulated by them- 
selves, and, speaking from a prac- 
tical business point of view, I don’t 
gee how those condition can be tm- 
proved upon. Efficiency is at the 
top notch. 

“Some time ago the employes de- 
cided that they were observing too 
many holidays. Idle machines and 
lost time were clogging the depart- 
ments and interfering with their 
business. Our employes refer to 
this producing plant as ‘their busi- 
ness,’ and that’s exactly what we 


business and they refer to it as 
such. But, naturally, certain de- 
tails of the firm’s business, openly 
discussed by the Senators in ses- 
sion, were not intended for con- 
sumption by rival firms or even the 
general public. 

Everything ran smoothly, denot- 
ing absence of friction in or be- 
tween departments, until the Sen- 
ator from the hand-made bits shop 
got up to explain a falling off in 
production in his department and a 
consequent holding up of the fin- 
ishing department. The bits shop 
needed more men to run the ma- 
ehines in order to speed up on pro- 
duction.

want them to do. The interference

figures. So, through their Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, they had laws passed cutting dewn the num- 
ber of holidays in the factory. The employes did that, 
bear in mind, not the firm. We're satisfied with what 
they did, and go are they. No man in the factory 
can nurse a grievance long enough to hurt himself or 
to infect others. If he has a complaint to make, or if 
he knows of a factory condition which might be im- 
proved upon, he takes it up, not with his foreman, but 
with his representative in the House. There is one 
regularly elected member of the House of Representa- 
tives for every 30 employes, and it is the first duty 
of each Representative to take good care of the inter- 
ests of his 30 constituents, and you can rest assured 
that each of them does it, too.” 
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The men work under condi- 
tions formulated by 
themselves. 


might have been: “Go ahead and 
get more men.” But the Senate 
of the Industrial Democracy doesn’t 
do business that way. The Senators 
keep one eye on the firm's payroll 
all the time. An increased payroll means increased fac- 
tory cost of production, and every time you add to the 
cost of production you cut down the profits and the pro- 
portionate bonus of every man, woman and boy em- 
ployed in the factory. The bonuses are paid every two 
weeks, in a separate pay envelope and are worth 
having. A man earning $20 a week may reasonably 
expect, when the factory is working under a good head 
of steam, to receive an additional $6 as a bonus. That 
will explain why the Senate, instead of recklessly in- 
structing the Semator from the hand-made bits shop to 
get more men for his department, sifted the matter 
until a solution was found by the passing of a motion 
ordering the removal of the idle machines to the floor 
below, where, tn the silver ring shop, all the delayed

work on rubber bits can be rushed through and kept 
up to schedule without the necessity of hiring any addi- 
tional men. 

In other words, a kink was taken out of the firm's 
business so that things could run smoothly again. 
Other kinks, and they are bound to occur in any busi- 
ness, are always being straightened out in much the. 
same way. 

The motion as passed by the Senate goes straight 
before the House of Representatives for concurrence 
and to the Cabinet for approval. As @ rule any action 
taken by one branch of the Congress is approved by 
the other. In case of a hitch, a joint session straight- 
ens out the difficulty. And the Cabinet, while Peserv- 
ing to itself the power of veto, has never found it nec- 
essary to exercise that power or to countermand any 
recommendation or law passed by the houses gov- 
erning the operation of the factory. 

“On the contrary,’ said 
President Demuth, “they seem 
to figure things out better 
than we could ourselves. All 
their recommendations are 
wise, enterprising and bene- 
ficial, the result of serious de- 
liberations and careful fore- 
thought. Moreover, they are 
rulings made and approved by 
the men themselves. The men 
take special pride in seeing 


All thet that each of their rulings 
elr recom- proves of advantage to all 
mendations have of us.” 


Now let us see the House 
of Representatives in ses- 
sion. The House sits immediately after the Senate 
adjourns and continues in session until 5 o'clock. In 
considering the composition of the House it is well to 
remember that fully 50 per cent of the 900 factory em- 
ployes are foreign born. No one nation has a mo- 
nopoly on pipe making and along the Demuth factory 
benches Russian Jews work in harmony with Aus- 
trians, Germans, Italians, English, Poles, Scandinavi- 
ans and 450 native-born Americans. The foreign- 
born workers are as keenly appreciative of the advan- 
tages of Industrial Democracy and many of them have 
been elected to the House. Not a few have become 
foremen and are now members of the Senata Several 
departments where women are employed have elected 
Representatives of their own sex. George Meyer is 
chairman of the House of Representatives. His 
handling of the lower house is equally as efficient as 
that of President Titeze in the Senate. 

“The chair recognizes Mr. Labinsky; the gentleman 
from the sandpaper room will please take his seat,” 
is the form of ruling employed when two or more rise 
at one time demanding to be heard. 

In the House all details connected with the actual 
operation of the factory and the welfare of the om- 
ployes are given careful consideration. There are 
committees on mechanical improvements, safety, sani- 
tation, athletics, entertainments, programs, lunchroom, 
social welfare and education, besides the more serious 
committees dealing with labor adjustments. Several 
of these are joint committees, appointed from both 
houses. 

The factory manager, F. L. Feverbach, who was in- 
vited recently to deliver an address before the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the Borough of Queens, describ- 
ing the introduction and development of the Indus- 
trial Democracy idea among the Demuth factory em- 
ployes, is one of the most enthusiastic supporters of 
the co-operative industrial system today. 

“At the outset the representive system did not work 
smoothly,” said Mr. Feuerbach. “A few of the elected 
representatives did not attend the meetings—some be- 
cause they did not grasp the idea, others because they 
were afraid they might be called on to speak and thus 
expose their curious English. But other members did

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catch the theory of representative gov- 

ernment from the start. 

“Some, of course, at first believed that 

the whole idea was a fake, but they were 

willing to be convinced; and once they 

had the conviction of our sincerity, they 

went to any length to make the experi- 

ment a success. They knew and were in 

touch with the mass, and they knew the 

mass psychology. It is true that their ini- 

tial interest was purely financial. These 

people had no practical conceptions of 

democracy, and democracy in business was 

something entirely unknown and foreign 

to them, almost as much as it was to 
ourselves. 

“Representative government meant 
nothing to them at the start. They had 
heard vaguely of various assemblies, but 
they never had discovered that the form 
of government made much difference to 
the individual. They simply came to 
work to make a living and to get as much 
money as possible out of their job. 

“A mighty few of them realized their 
responsibility in returning as much as 
possible for the money which they took 
out of the business. Each man worked 
for himself, showing little or no concern 
ahout his neighbor in his own or the next 
department. Co-operation to them seemed 
entirely superfluous and had to be taught 
in a practical manner, as preacbing witb 
the labor clase usually doesn't go very 
far. They had heard too much of that in 
the past and received too many promises 
which were subsequently not kept, and a 
lack of response to and confidence in 
preaching or ethical lessons is not their 
fault so much as the fault of those who 
are responsible for their disappointment. 
The practical way we found to be in oun 
dividend system, and this is*‘how it taught 
co-operation: 

“A number of men desired to celebrate 
an Italian holiday and stayed away from 
work. At the next meeting of the House 
of Representatives it was announced that 
the dividend for the past two-week period 
would be only 12 per cent, but that it 
would have been higher, probably 15 per 
cent, had not the men taken the holiday. 
That is, a man who earned $20 a week, 
or $40 for the two-week period. received 
a dividend of $4.80, instead of the $6 he 
would have received had the dividend been 
15 per cent, thereby losing $1.20 because 
some other fellows did not work. 

“Tt is one thing to stay away from work 
knowing that only the company and your- 
self will lose money by your act, but it is 
quite a different proposition to realize 
that you are gullty of causing a loss of 
money to your fellow workers. Dividends 
are due to mass action apd co-operation 
is a mass force. The mass can bring in 
and create co-operation as quickly as it 
can cause disorder. 

“Our plan of paying a bonus or divi- 
dend on top of wages as an incentive 
for better work and a pride in the man’s 
or woman's job and in the product which 
he or she manufactures is as follows: 


“At the expiration of a two-week period 
the efficiency of the entire shop is de- 
termined by the relative value of its out- 
put to its cost of production. Standards 
of production and cost have been estab-

“If any employe comes late or stays 
away without a proper excuse for one day 
during the two-week period, he loses one- 
quarter of his dividends. If this hap- 
pens twice he loses half his dividends, 
three times, three-quarters, and if it oc- 
curs four times during the same period 
he loses all his dividends.’ 


“This plan, remember, was a sugges- 
tion from the men themselves and not a 
penalty imposed by the employers. 

“I cannot say specifically whether or 
not Industrial Democracy has reduced the 
cost of production during the last two 
years. Our costs have risen, as we ex- 
pected they would do, on account of the 
war conditions, which affected everyone 
else. But we are convinced that under 
the old system we would have had a much 
more rapidly rising scale of wages and 
considerable difficulty with our employes, 
all of which would have increased our 
costs far beyond the point to which they 
did rise. 


“Still, even if our new form of factory 
government had not increased our profit 
by a single dollar, I would be inclined to 
feel that it was worth the money. It has 
made life more worth the living in that 
both our employes and ourselves as em- 
ployers now occupy’ the most happy kind 
of relationship to each other. Antago- 
nism has been entirely eliminated. We 
believe in our employes and they believe 
in us.”’ 


Although it was said at the beginning of 
this article that there has not been a 
strike at the Demuth factory since the 
introduction of Industrial Democracy two 
years ago, Assistant Factory Manager A. 
H. Walker recalled one instance of a near- 
strike. 


“Four or five men in one of the depart- 
ments,” said Mr. Walker, “had an idea 
that by striking at a time when labor was 
scarce they could get more money. They 
got busy among the other men, who re-/{ 
ported what was going on to their Rep- 
resentatives in the House. A special com- 
mittee was appointed at once by the) 
House to investigate the grievances of 
the men who advocated striking.

Industrial Democracy is the education ot 
the factory employes. Classes have been 
established where those who have been 
deprived of the benefits of a sound edu- 
cation are enabled to make up for lost 
time. They are even paid by the firm for 
attending school. Half the time they 
spend in school is counted as working 
time and paid for at the regular scale of 
wages. The other half they are required 
to contribute from their own spare time. 
It might also be added that the sessions 
of the House of Representatives and the 
Senate are held during working nours 
also. While the legislators are in session 
they are being paid just the same as if 
they were at work at their benches.

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OW that the treaty of 
Versailles has demand- 
ed that they restore to 
France the Rouher pa- 
pers, stolen during the 
Franco-Prussian War 
in 1870, the veil of se- 
erecy that was thrown round the re- 
markable use made of these documents 
by the late Prince Bismarck has been 
raised and all of Europe has been 
keenly watching for developments. The 
story disclosed is one of the most 
astounding of the many truly marvelous 
things that have come out of the world’s greatest war. 
There were many reasons for keeping the contents 
of these papers from the people, and the wily Bismarck, 
who came into their possession through the sheerest 
accident, kept his counsel; but between times, he made 


telling use of the secrets involving various crowned 


heads in the German system of empire. 

The history of these papers from the time of their 
removal from Paris to the home of M. Rouher at Cer- 
cay, France, and their subsequent theft and transfer 
to the strong box of the Irom.Chancellor of the first 
Kaiser Wilhelm, whose rule of “blut und eisen” will 
never be forgotten, might be molded into a wonderful 
play that would sink some of the greatest of the his- 
torical dramas and tragedies into comparative insig- 
nificance. 

The recent peace treaty presented to the Germans re- 
ferred to these papers in this laconic style: 


The German Government is also to restore to 
the French Government certain papers taken by 
the German authorities in 1870, belonging then 
to M. Rouher, and to restore the French flags 
taken during the war of 1870 and 1871. 


Thus in a few lines is the demand expressed. The 


» nature of the documents is not even hinted at; but 


there was no occasion to identify them further, as 
Germany knows their meaning; that is, the statesmen 
of the shattered empire who have been closest to the 
Kaiser and his kulturists. 

When the recent treaty was made public many ex- 
pressed wonderment that such a clause should find its 
way into a declaration practically remaking the map 
of half of the world and affecting the destinies of 
nearly all the nations of the earth. But they did not 
comprehend the secret that was preserved closely in 
the breasts of the comparatively few statesmen who 
knew the story of the stolen papers and what fol- 
lowed in the construction of the Germanic empire. 
There are many men high in the affairs of 
the European countries who are now convinced that 
had these documents remained in their hiding place 
where the last French Emperor, Napoleon III, and his 
trusted Counselor, M. Rouher, intended they should 
stay, the war just concluded would never have occurred. 
In their judgment, the discovery of these documents 
by the Prussian soldiers in 1870 was almost as disas- 
trous to mankind as was the traditional opening of the 
box of ills and other things by the mythological Pan- 
dora. 

The term “blackmail” has a harsh and sinister sound, 
but its employment is justifiable in characterization of 
the use of these fateful papers that was made by the 
blood and iron Chancellor into whose rapacious maw 
they fell, following the raid of the Prussian troopers 
on the chateau at Cercay. 

Among the documents were letters from several of 
‘ha German states prior to the formation of the em- 
pire, pledging assistance to France in the event of a war 
‘with Prussia. These ex- 
pressed the utmost hatred of

STOLEN FROM FRANCE IN 1870” 


One phrase in Peace Treaty lifts veil which has hidden one of the 
most amazing happenings in European history—How Prus- 
sian soldiers, in 1870, hunting for firewood, eame across a 
package of documents which Bismarck used as a club against 
Bavaria and other German states to force submission to the 
Hohenzollern will—Pledges to help oo sangeet Prus- 
sia among the papers + 


Prussianizing the rest of the German people, who had 
shown a preference for self-government without any 
dictation from the Hohenzollerns. 

Previous to this summons Bismarck had sent emis- 
saries to Munich, Stuttgart and Darmstadt to reason 
with the objectors and secure their consent to join 
the empire. Their reports were not satisfactory; they 
were even bitterly hostile to the Bismarck project, the 
Kings of Bavaria and Wurttemberg going so far as to 
declare that they would much prefer to abdicate and 
retire to private life than submit to an empire with 
the Prussian King as the Emperor. But that was be- 
fore they discovered that the advocate of the “blut und 
eisen” policy had, to use an expression heard in some 
forms of gambling, a very impressive looking “ace in 
the hole.’””’ The papers filched from the chateau at 
Cercay had come to him at the psychological season. 
He ‘Shad the goods” and he made these astute states- 
men of the objecting kingdoms believe that he would 
make use of his information, come what may, if they 
did not incline a favorable ear to his scheme of empire 
building. 


There were executive sessions and, as the story has 
come out of France, they were told with. the brutal 
frankness that characterized the speech of this man of 
iron, that he had letters written by their royal masters 
and themselves to Napoleon III, actually pledging help 
to the people of France if they invaded Germany for the 
purpose of crushing Prussia. It is told that following 
that announcement these ministers emerged from the 
conference room with distended eyes and drawn faces 
and thereupon they began to see the Bismarckian pro- 
position in an entirely different light. There were 
hurried trips back to the capitals of these objecting 
countries, and then came submission to the Prussian 
will. 

Even Count Beust, then Chancellor of the dual em- 
pire, who had been a bitter opponent of Prince Bis- 
marck, changed his attitude very hurriedly, and be- 
came one of his most emphatic supporters. This con- 
version, it appears, was brought about after a talk 
with his intimate friend, Count Bray, the Bavarian Pre- 


mier, who doubtless told him of the cards held by Bis- 
marck. 


Count Beust had been Prime Minister a Saxony and 
as the story runs had also been writing some letters 
which he did not wish to see printed. He had been 
anxious, it appears, to see France strike at Prussia 
in order to give the states in the south of Germany a 
chance to shake off the Prussian domination. Through 
the agency of the same letters and his threats to give 
them publicity, Bismarck was able to whip into line 
nearly every force of opposition that crossed his path. 
The fact that these papers were in Bismarck’s safe was 
known to very few, and those who were taken into the 
Prince’s confidence on the subject were not disposed, 
after their interview with him, to volunteer much in- 
formation to others. :

Naturally, the ease shown by the 
Iron Chancellor in-bending his erst- 
while opponents to his will created a 
great furore through Europe, but it 
did not astound the limited circle of 
French politicians that shared the 
confidence of Napoleon. When they 
learned of the capture of the Rouher 
papers they were quite prepared for 
the triumphant realization of the pro- 
gram mapped out by the Hohen- 
zollern strong man. 


The discovery. of these papers, 
as the legend runs, was after 
all but achance happening. Eugene Rouher, who 
thought he had them securely hidden in his home, known 
as the Chateau de Cercay, was in no way to blame for 
the miscue that placed such*a terrible weapon in the 
hands of France's bitterest enemy. He was probably the 
strongest single factor in the entire reign of Napoleon 
lif, and shared the confidence of his Emperor to a 
greater extent than any other statesman in France. So 
marked was the esteem in which he was held that en- 
vious ones referred to him as the Vice Emperor. Emile 
Zola, the popular novelist, gave him special attention 
in his book and made little effort at disguise. Under 
the pseudonym of “Son Excellence Eugene Rougon,” 
he furnished a clear portrait of this remarkable man 
who was held in awe in court circles in Paris. No 
matter what came or happened, Rouher had access to 
the imperial ear at all times and was everywhere ac- 
claimed the most formidable adviser in the Napoleonic 
Cabinet, and he was at all times trusted implicity by 
his Emperor. 


As one of the organizers of the coup of December, 
1851, which, for the second time, changed the status 
of the country from a republic to a monarchy, M. 
Rouher was able to appreciate the weaknesses of a 
throne which, born of one revolution, was always in 
danger of perishing before another. He knew the 


. people of Paris and he understood the history of his 


country well enough to know that there would be an 
uprising in the gay capital if the French army met with 
reverses in the field. 


So it was that when the war of 1870 became a cer- 
tainty he began to make provision for what he con- 
sidered was inevitable; he would secure the documents 
of state in a safe place before they could fall into the 
clutches of a commune or other form of revolution in 
the great city. His judgment had proven valuable on 
so Many previous occasions that Napoleon readily con- 
sented when the suggestion was made that confidential 
papers of the empire be taken out of the palace of the 
Tuileries and St. Cloud and placed where they could 
not be disturbed by any possible uprising. Rouher 
knew what was contained in these papers and he #re- 
alized that it would be inadvisable to leave them ex- 
posed either to a Parisian mob or a Prussian invasion. 
The papers were quickly packed in cases and, without 
attracting much attention, were dispatched to the 
chateau at Cercay and stored in what was considered 
a very secure place. Not only the letters, but the more 
important documents of the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs were taken from the Quay d’Orsay and stored in 
the chateau. Events that followed completely vindi- 
cated the judgment of Rouher. France met with one 
defeat after another and then came the crowning dis- 
aster at Sedan, where Napoleon surrendered himself and 
his army to avoid annihilation. The mob in Paris 
broke out about this time and overthrew the empire, 
raiding the palace and destroying much property. The 
republic was proclaimed and the Emperor, Empress 
and other leading figures in 


the Prussian system and oppo- 
sition to the Bismarck plan 
of swallowing up the smaller 
kingdoms to make an empire 
dominated by Prussia. Chief 
among the objecting states 
were Bavaria and Wurttem- 
berg. In ignorance of the dis- 
covery of the letters in the 
raid at Cercay, the bitterly 
anti-Prussian Bray, Prime 
Minister of Bavaria; the 
equally hostile Baron von 
Varnbuler, Premier of the 
Wurttemberg kingdom, and 
Yon Dalwigk, the Hessian. 
Minister of State, arrived at 
Versailles in the closing hours 
of October, 1870, in response 
to an urgent summons from 
Prince Bismarck. The Prus- 
sians were then in possession 
of Paris, following the total 
collapse of the French armies, 
and the Iron Chancellor was 
hard at work on his plan of 


the former Government had 
to flee for their lives. Rouher 
joined in the flight and his 
chateau at Cercay was left in 
charge of servants. At the 
beginning of OctoDer the 
Prussian army was. before 
Paris, while King William 
of Prussia, Von Moltke and 
Bismarck, with the others of 
the staff, were in possession 
of the palace at Versailles. It 
was about Oct. 10 that a regi- 
ment of Mecklenburg cavalry 
reached Cercay and, seeing’ the 
well-kept chateau, its officers 
concluded to make themselves 
at home. The house was cold 
and some of the troopers were 
detailed to forage for wood, 
that the pl be made com- 
fortable for the officers. The 
soldiers went to the cellar, 
and, seeing a number of pack- 
ing cases, proceeded to break 
them open, when the sealed

Producer of the biggest features tells 
how some of the classics made 
money while others failed—Thinks 
the best creative writers ought to 
write for the screen—Still he notes 
continued improvement in the plots 
and pictures, and hopes for more 


By KARL K. KITCHIN. 


LL motion picture producers are liars,” 
said D. W. Griffith. 
“And you are the exception that 
proves the rule?’ I suggested. 
“No, I’m something of a liar 
myself,’ he answered, with an at- 
tempt at laughter. ou see, I’m 
a showman and it is as natural for a showman to 
lie about his offerings as it is for him to eat. But 
I don’t lie as much as I used to,” he added. “Not 
half as much, really.” 


This was refreshing fran‘:ness, and it gave me 
high hopes that at last I. might learn the real truth 
about the movies from the biggest man in the in- 
dustry, game or art, whichever one chooses to call it. 
For David Wark Griffith is recognized not only as the 
greatest producer of photoplays but the most intelli- 
gent. most able and most progressive film maker in 
the world. The moving picture business is a business 
that changes rapidly. Stars and presidents of film com- 
panies that are at the top of the heap today may be 
“has beens” and bankrupts tomorrow. But ever since 
Mr. Griffith produced “The Birth of a Nation” he has 
steod head and shoulders above everybody else in the 
movie world. Consequently his views have some value, 
especially as he agreed to talk facts and leave the 
“bun’’ for his rival producers. 

“Why do you movie people put out so many lies about 
your work?” | asked the famous producer, as soon as 
we were comfortably settled in -_ private office of 
bis Hollywood studio. 

“For instance?’ he queried. 

“Well, why do you’ producers announce that some 
of your pietures cost half a million, that 10,000 men and 
3000 horses were used in them and all that sort of 
thing?” I replied. ‘‘And the lies that are sent out about 
your stars. Nobody believes that Theda Bara, for in- 
stance, was born in Egypt.' In fact, everybody knows 
that she hails from the east side of New York and 
that her real name is Theo Goodman. Yet her man- 
agers circulated that lie. Then there is the 
salary lie. For instance, a film magnate an- 
nounced the other day that William Farnum’s 
salary is $780,000°a year. As a matter of fact, 
it isn’t half that. The public doesn’t believe 
your lies any: more, so why keep on fooling 
yourselves?” 

“The only answer is because we're show- 
men,” said Mr. Griffith. ‘‘Lies—exaggerations, 
if you prefer—are inherent in showmen. How- 
ever, I think we are improving in this respect. 
I know I am. But I agree with you that the 
stupid lies that film makers have put out 
have done more to give us a black eye with 
the thinking public than anything we have 
done. 

“There’s another side to it, of course,” he 
went on. “As one of my friends said the other 
day: ‘This film industry is so blamed big 
that you can’t tell the truth about it without 
lying.’ The possibilities of the films are so 
great that it is not surprising that we are 
sometimes carried away by them. Still, there 
is no occasion for stupid lies about the sala- 
ries of stars and the costs of picture plays. 
And | believe the time will come when these 
evils will be corrected. The industry is im- 
portant enough without trying to exaggerate 
its features. There are more than 17,000 mov- 
ing picture theaters in the United States alone 
and between nine and ten million people 
buy admittance to them every day of the year. 
But while figures lie, liars figure.” 

“What is the greatest evil in the motion pic- 
ture industry today?’ I asked. 

“The distribution evil,’"’ he answered. “And 
that’s why we have formed the United States 
Artists’ Association. We had positive infor- 
mation that the big distributing companies 
were planning to form a combine that would 
have us—Charlie Chaplin, Douglas Fairbanks, 
Mary Pickford and myself—at their mercy. 
We have simply banded together to protect 
ourselves, and it is our iutention to mae our

pictures and sell them on their merits instead of allow- 
ing them to be sold to bolster up a program. 

“At the present time, you know, exhibitors have very 
little choice in the selection of their pictures. To get 
the big pictures that will attract capacity audiences 
they have to take the ordinary program pictures. The 
good pictures under the present arrangement do not run 
any longer than the poor ones. They are replaced at 
the end of a week in the big cities, although they are 
still playing to capacity. Our*contention is that the 
exhibitors should be permitted to choose the pictures 
they want to show and that these pictures should be 
handled strictly on their merits, like any legitimate 
theatrical attraction. I believe if they are handled on 
a percentage basis and allowed to run as long as they 
will attract audiences in paying numbers many of the 
present day evils of the movies will be corrected. 

-In the first place, fewer and consequently better pic- 
tures will be made. The overproduction evil is respon- 
sible for many of the poor photoplays which are to be 
found on every side. It is an impossibility to turn out 
good pictures as rapidly as many of the studios are 
producing them. In the second place, when pictures 
are shown on a percentage basis a poor picture will

have a very brief run. In fact, this method will tend 
to eliminate many of the pictures which are shown 
today simplye because the exhibitor has paid for them 
in advance and cannot cancel them.. And, what is more 
important, the exhibiting end of the industry will be 
put on a legitimate business basis. Naturally, the 
film men handling programs say that this cannot be 
done, but whether it can or cannot be done does not 
change the fact that it is the real solution of the 
greatest evil of the industry. Time will tell the story.” 

“Will the $2 movie ever become an established fea- 
ture of the industry?" was asked. 

“Let me show you through the lot where | made 
‘Intolerance’ to answer that question,’’ replied the 
originator of the ‘fade out,’ the ‘cut back’ and other 
features of the photoplay that have brought it to its 
presént more or less exalted estate. And suiting 
the action to the word we left the studio and walked 
across Sunset boulevard to the big lot where t e 
ruined walls and towers of Babylon still rear their 
departed glories to the California sky. 

These Babylonian ruins are the most picturesque 
monuments to the filg industry in the Los Angeles 
district. Seen for the first time, they are actuaély im- 
pressive, for even in their present partially 
dismantled state they are more than 150 feet 
high. And as they are pointed to with pride 
by everyone in the movie colony it was not 
surprising that Mr. Griffith was anxious to 
show them to me personally. 

When he filmed the big scenes of “Intol- 
erance’” against these walls three or four 
years ago the police reserves had to be called 
out to held back the crowds of Los Angeles 
who wanted to witness the proceedings. But 
audiences did not exhibit as much enthusiasm 
to pay $2 a seat to see the finished product. 
And the morning Mr. Griffith and I strolled 
among its ruins there was only a solitary 
watchman on the lot. 


“ ‘Intolerance’ was the biggest and costliest 
picture ever made,” said Mr. Griffith. ‘“‘But it 
didn’t make any money. There have only 
been two pictures that have made money at 
the $2 scale-——“The Birth of a Nation” and 
“Hearts of the World,” both of which I hap- 
pened to produce. Whether the public would 
again pay $2 to see another spectacle is ex- 
tremely doubtful. And without the spectacle, 
no matter how remarkable the story or the 
actors, the $2 scale isn’t worth discussing. 
I am not a prophet, and in the motion picture 
business almost anything is possible—so I do 
not say that the $2 movie will not figure in 
the future. But there is none in sight at the 
present time.” 

Talking as we went along, Mr. Griffith led 
me up a wide runway to the highest point on 
the Babylonian wall, and on the camera plat- 
form where he directed the filming of the big 
scenes we continued the interview. 

“One of the commonest charges against the 
movies is that authors do not receiye just 
compensation for their wor,” the producer 
began. “As a matter of fact, authors are re- 
ceiving more for their stories in the movies 
than they ever recetved before. Do you know

inventory of the property holdings of Gen. Luis 
 Weveenr who is living in enforced exile at El 
Paso, Tex., has just been made by the Office of 
Confsecations and the Mexican State Treasury. 
It brought to light the surprising fact that Gen. Ter- 
razas is the owner of 70,000,000 acres of land, all situ- 
ated in the State of Chihuahua. 

Besides his landed holdings, he possesses title to 
more than 200 houses in Chihuahua, several productive 
mines, many manufacturing plants, and was largely 
interested in banking affairs. 

According to the official report, all of this vast estate, 
which in pre-revolutionary days had a total value in 
exdess of $150,000,000 goldy has been taken over by the 
State government wnder confiscation processes. 


If Gen. Terrazas lives until July 21. he will have 
reached the age of 90 years. Recently he was afflicted 
vith a slight stroke of paralysis, but he is said to be 
well on the road to recovery notwithstanding his ad- 
vanced age. His wife died at El Paso a few days ago. 


Notwithstanding the fact that he has been forced to 
make his temporary home outside of Mexico during 
the last several years, he has kept up a continuous 
yulidog fight for the protection of his property hold- 
ing in his country. When he fled into exile his 
ranches were stocked with more than 1,000,000 head 
of cattle, 300,000 mules and horses and 200,000 goats, 
according to the Government report. 


He has put up a remarkable long-distance fight 
against Francisco Villa and his bandits, and also 
against the officials of the so-called constitutional gov- 
ernment of this State. It has been a losing fight for 
him, however, as many of his ranches and farms have 
been divided among his former employes and are oper- 
ated by them for their own benefit and possible profit. 

Gen. Terrazas’ career has been filled with thrilling ex- 
ploits and armed strife from the time that he was a 
small boy. He was born in Chihuahua, his parents 
belonging to the peon or laboring class. He was left 
an orphan when 10 years old and was thrown into the 
street to make his livelihood. 

He worked at odd jobs. was taken into a store as 
general utility bov and there began learning something 
about the mercantile business. He was advanced from 
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one position to another until he occupied a responsible 
place in the establishment. During those siruggling 
years he saved as much of his earnings as possible. 
Before he had reached his majority, he had started a 
store of his own. It was a small beginning, but with 
the careful attention that he gave it, the business 


quickly expanded and he became one of the leading 


merchants of the city when still a young man. 

It was about the time that the United States and 
Mexico were at war—in 1848—that Terrazas became in- 
terested in politics. He was elected jefe politico of 
Chihuahua, which was his first public office. In those 
days banditry raged through all the country districts 
of Mexico. He proved an efficient public officer and 
was re-elected from time to time to this position. It 
was while he was Mayor of this city, in 1860, that sev- 
eral hundred bandits made a raid and captured the 
town. The Governor and other State officials fled to 
Juarez, where they established the seat of government. 
Terrazas was forced to retire from the city but he 
soon organized an armed force and proceeded against 
the bandits, driving out and dispersing the bold band. 

In March, 1867, Terrazas led an army of Mexicans 
against the French invaders under the ill-fated Em- 
peror Maximilian. He had already placed his fortune 
at the disposal of the Government to assist in over- 
coming the movement to make Mexico a part of the 
French Empire. At the head of a division of the army 
he drove the French out of Chihuahua, recapturing 
the city and inflicting a decisive defeat upon the en- 
emy. 

During this military campaign Gen. Terrazas had 
maintained his army out of his private fortune. When 
the war was ended the Government found the national 
treasury empty and no funds available with which to 
repay Terrazas for his services... It was then that the 
Congress of Mexico ceded to Terrazas large tracts of 
wild land in’ Chihuahua in lieu of the money that he had 
advanced and in payment of his services to the coun- 
try. That was the nucleus for his vast fortune. He 
added large acreages to these original grants until he 
became the largest land owner in the world. He 
branched out in various other lines of industry and was 
in a fair way to becoming a close second to John D. 
Rockefeller in amount of wealth, when the Madero

stubbornly insisting that he cok f follow his own 
judgment in all things aside from the written revela.- 
tions. It was then that Othman Ibn Affan was called 
upon to accept, and he agreed to all the conditions, in- 
cluding those spurned by Ali. On the third day fol- 
lowing the assassination of Omar he was proclaimed 
and installed. He was a very rich man and was noted 
far and wide for his charities. Despite his great 
wealth, he lived on meager fare and spent most of 


his time in fasting and meditation. His Koran was his 
constant companion and he pored over its leaves at 
every opportunity. 

Just before his accession he furnished relief to the 
poor of Medina, who had suffered a famine, by bring- 
ing a supply of corn from distant places. He had also 
fitted up houses above the mosque at Medina for the 
wives of the deceased prophet, that they might live ina 
style befitting their station. He had also supplied 
650 camels and 50 horses for the campaign against the 
Tabuc, who were slow about accepting the new re- 
Jdgion. Hardly had Othman taken over his high station 
before he was asked to apply against Obied’allah the 
stern law of retaliatory punishment for the deaths of 
prominent persons he had directed, just because he 
thought they might have had something to do with 
the murder of his father, Omar. This was a severe trial 
to Othman, who loved the son of Omar, and besides, 
he did not want to see the murder of the father fol-

revolution intervened and the troubles began that have 
reduced him almost to a condition of poverty. 
Enrique C. Creel, a son-in-law of Gen. Terrazas, who 
is now living in exile in Los Angeles, was formerly 
Mexican Ambassador to the United States. Creel was 
a son of Reuben Creel, a native of Kentucky, who lo- 


~eated in Chihuahua when a youth and married a Mex- 


ican woman. When his father died young Creel was 
thrown upon his own resources. He also entered the 
mercantile business and rose to enormous fortune by 
his own efforts and when he became a member of the 
Terrazas family. He and Gen. Terrazas owned the Banco 
Mineral, one of the large financial institutions of Mex- 
ico. When the Madero revolution began this bank had 
a capital of $5,000,000. Gen. Terrazas, Mr. Creel and 
other members of their families were forced to flee 
from Mexico on almost an hour’s warning. The long 
trip to the border was made on horseback as a means 
of evading the revolutionists. They left the Banco 
Mineral behind and not long afterwards Villa tor- 
tured Luis Terrazas Jr., one of Gen. Terrazas’ sons, into 
revealing where $500,000 in money was hidden in one 
of the hollow columns of the bank. 

At the time Gen. Terrazas was. driven into exile he 
also owned a large interest and was president of the 
Banco Central, a financial institution of the City of 
Mexico, with a capital stock of $10,000,000. He was 
also a director and large stockholder in several rail- 
roads. 

After serving many terms as Governor of the State 
he turned that office over to his son-in-law, Mr. Creel, 
and later, Alberto Terrazas, one of his sons, occupied 
the office. Alberto Terrazas was Governor at the time 
Madero started his revolution in this State, and it has 
been said that but for the weakness which he displayed 
in dealing with the situation the whole plot might 
have been nipped in the bud and Mexico would be 
pursuing its peaceful course to this good day. 

It is known that the late President Porfirio Diaz had 
a wholesome fear of the power of Terrazas. He knew 
that upon the ranches and farms which Gen. Terrazas 
owned there were constantly employed “10, 000 to 15,000 
men who could be converted into a nucleus for a rev- 
olutionary army any time the great land-owner felt so 
ee Diaz and Terrazas were never warm friends.

When someone suggested that since the son of Omar 
ha@ caused these deaths during the interregnum be- 
tween the two caliphates, there was nothing in the 
Moslem law to visit retaliatory punishment on any 
person, even though there was a legal exaction for 
vengeance.

The Moslem Generals and their fanatical followers 
halted at nothing; mo undertaking, however fraught 
with danger, caused even a moment’s hesitation in their 
triumphant forays. It was during this caliphate that 
the remarkable capitulation of the beautiful city of 
Ispahan was encompassed. When the Moslem con- 
querors neared its gates with banners flying and 
scimitars flashing in the,bright sunlight, it was noticed 
that it was well garrisoned and the troops of Othman 
prepared for a bitter fight. To the surprise of both 
armies, Ispahan’s Governor, Kadeskan, staked the for- 
tunes of the place upon a single thrust with the Mos- 
lem commander.

Then fell Istakar, the 
ancient Persepolis, and thus a one-time mistress of 
the Eastern world was compelled to bend the knee and 
pay tribute to the Arabian Caliph, who sat in his med- 
itation room at Medina poring over the leaves of that 
same Koran which Germany must now hand back to 
the King of the Hedjaz. . 

From Istakar the Moslem legions made a waste of 
the vast province of Khorassan, and though there was 
resistance, often very spirited, nothing was permitted 
to stand in the way of victory and tribute. Othman’s 
caliphate saw the conquest of Syria, Persia and Egypt 
and witnessed the greatest collection of loot assembled 
in the home of Islam from the death of Mahomet up to 
the period of the Crusades. Following the Caesar-like 
death of this leader, it was discovered that much of the 
wealth he had stored away in his strong boxes was 
in furtherance of a methodically planned charitable 
program. 

He was succeeded as Caliph by Ali, son-in-law of Ma- 
homet and father of Fatima’s children, the only pos- 
terity. wall the prophet. 


There y no mention of these papers in-any of the 
Bismarck biographies, and as far as the records show 
the Chancellor never made any statement for the pub- 
lic concerning them. The German papers were forbid- 
den to mention the find or even speculate on what 
they were supposed to contain. In the Hohenlohe diary 
reference is made in an entry dated in 1871, that the 
correspondence seized at Cercay was so voluminous 
that the Chancellor had not had time to complete his 
investigation of their contents.

This was print- 
ed in the official Gazette of Berlin, for the apparent 
purpose of showing the world that France was deserv-

The Future of the Movies as Griffith Sees 


how much Thomas Dixon has received in royalties 
from ‘The Birth of a Nation,’ which was adapted from 
his novel, ‘The Clansman’?”’ 

I shook my head sideways to save time. 

“Dixon's royalties have amounted to more than 
$800,008 to date, and ‘The Birth of a Nation’ hasn't 
yet been shown in the popular priced theaters. Neo 
author ever before made that amount out of a single 
book or a single play, yet unthinking people, even 
authors themselves, often declare that there is no 
money in writing for the movies. 

“You would be amazed at the prices we're paying for 
stories,” the producer continued. “It is not at all un- 
usual to pay $25,000 or even $30,000 for the film rights 
to a popular novel or dramatic success. And when that 
sum is paid it does not include the cost of putting the 
novel or play into scenario form. If our leading auth- 
ors understood the technique of the motion picture they 
would be able to command even higher figures for their 
work. 

“Itt is because most of the creative writers are unfa- 
miliar with the needs and limitations of the photoplay 
that they accuse producers of changing and often dis- 
torting their brain children. Writing for the screen 
is an entirely different art than writing novels or plays. 
Authors should make a study of the photoplay before 
attempting to write scenarios. The greatest creative 
authors have failed to write good film plays simply 
because they did not take the trouble to study the 
technique of the photoplay. 

“Did vou know that Sir James Matthew Barrie tried 
his hand at it and failed? So did Bernard Shaw. Their 
efforts were futile simply because they thought they 
knew all about it. Some day they will write good pho- 
toplays, -for when they master the technique of the 
movies it will be easy for them. 

“The ideal story for the screen is one that is written 
especially for it, rather than the scenarioid nove! or 
drama. And the ideal manner in which to make it is 
to have it produced by the author. Naturally, the com- 
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bination of author-director is rarely found, but in 
time to come I believe he will be developed in larger 
numbers. ° 

“From a photographic standpoint the motion picture 
of today is well nigh perfect,” Mr. Griffith replied to 
my question about the future of the photoplay. “The 
time will come when color photography will be em- 
ployed, not for an entire photoplay but for certain parts 
of it to relieve the monotony of dull tones. And this 
color photography will give'a greater depth to the pic- 
tures, enhance stereoscopic effects and so on. 

“Already the photoplay has improved the quality of 
acting to a point far beyond anything the so-called 
legitimate stage has ever known. It has forced actors 
to be natural. In fact, it has had a pronounced effect 
on the acting of the spoken stage.” : 

“Why, then, do cultured people refuse to take the

movies seriously?’ |! asked. 

“Because of the poor quality of the stories,’ he an- 
swered frankly. “Photoplays are made for the masses, 
not for the classes, for one thing. And as I have ex- 
plained to you, the majority of our creative authors 
have not attempted to write for the screen. When we 
get better stories we will produce better films, for art 
of the motion picture is principally the art of story 
telling. 

‘But whatever our faults—and I'll admit that we have 
many—we are making better pictures than we did even 
two or three years ago. And we are getting better 
stories from better authors than we did even last year. 
You must remember that this is a very young indus- 
try and it has all the faults of youth. But the faults 
of youth must be forgiven for the promise of bigger 
and better things in later years.” 
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T WHAT age do you stop growing—not increas- 
ing in stature or in girth, but broadening your 
mind and your outlook upon life? In his ad- 
dress to the graduates of the medical depart- 

ment, New York University, on March 1, Prof. Henry 
N. Donaldson. urged them to keep on growing through- 
out their lives and mentioned two famous men who 
did so. 

“When Cato learned Greek at 80 years it indicated 
more than that the farm was doing well and he had 
time to spare,” said Prof. Donaldson. “It indicated 
a capacity for new interests and a mental retentiveness 
which are among the virtues of the youthful mind. 

“Helmholtz began as a physician—a very mediocre 
practitioner, they say—but under the inspiration of 
Johannes Muller he became interested in physiology. 
This branch he followed by the study of the eyes and 
ears, leading to his great works on physiological op- 
tics and sensations of tone—by the way devising that 
important instrument, the opthalmoscope. But the 
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physiology of the sense organs called for physics. S8¢@ 
well did he follow this lead that he became one of the 
first physicists, and linked his name with the doctrine 
of conservation of energy. Still going forward, he de- 
veloped his mathematics and became eminent in that 
field also. Here is a steady growth through a long 
life. A great intellectual engine at his command was 
applied to field after field in succession, and always 
with a resulting advance in knowledge. 

“Such men set the pace and these pacemakers are 
the most helpful members of our race, for while those 
who have stopped growing have but a single response, 
‘It can’t be done,’ the pacemakers do it.
